Regarding the argument to claims 1 and 17, the applicant argues that the reference, Smith, does not disclose a central repository for 
collecting event data from multiple peripheral devices, that any peripheral devices gathering event data from any other peripheral device, 
and separately generating and sending out notifications. The examiner disagrees, as seen in column 9, lines 50-56, there is a message 
data store that acts as a central repository. In addition, what is shown in Smith could be done with a plurality of peripherals as shown 
throughout the invention. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., any peripheral devices gathering event data from any other peripheral device and 
separately generating and sending out notifications) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993), 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references (Ghannam and Barrett) individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981): In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091. 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding the argument to claims 1 and 17, the applicant argues that the reference, Barrett, does not disclose automatic notification. The 
examiner disagrees, as seen in column 17, lines 15-20, there is automatic sending of status information. The use of subscription reports 
and subscriber profiles is shown in Ghannam, which is in a 103 combination rejection with Barrett. 
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
